tbe fact that she taught In tbe Oak park 
ana Cblongo schools for nearly eight years 
Is proof of hor ability. It Is not believed 
by her relatives that sho/vont away with 
suicide In hor mind. Her visit was to 
give bor rest. If Miss Fulton did throw 
lortolf In front of tho train It was done 
while her mind was temporarily unbal 
ancod. She sent letters home from Head- 
ng, but In none oi them did she Intimate 
tbat she intended violence to herself. 
Miss Fulton will be remembered by scores

Tbo death of Mrs. Henry Ward Beecber 


at Stamford, Conn., Monday recalls the 
history of ODD of the most remarkable 
men that has appeared in American his- 
tory. Tbo story of tho life of Henry Ward 
fioooher Is a romance of the inost Interest- 
ing character, with many lights nnd shad- 


ows. 


During the period'just before tbo war, 


during tho war and after, Mr. Beecber 
was tho most distinguished mnn occupy- 
ing the American pnlplt. 
He was con- 


spicuous In tbo straggle which occurred 
In regard to tbe settlement of Kansas, 
and as to whether It should be a free state 
or whether it should bo left open to the 
rival movements of both parties, with tbv 
Institutions of freedom and those 01 slav- 
ery In equal rivalry, tbe stronger to gain 
the victory and to oooupy the new soil 
whloh was to become the home of a great 
utato. 


Mr. Bceeber applied the methods of tbe 


church militant to tbo political movement 
by wlilefc o freo state wo* to be established 
on tho soil whloh slavery bad determlnud 
to oconpv. Ho opened subscriptions for 
rifles tn bis Brooklyn church. His ex- 
ninpVo was contagions. Ho Inspired tbe 
mission of old John Brown of Osawat- 
omto, and tho labor by which through 
otbor manifold agencies Kansas became 
u froo state In tho union. 


How far Kansas ha* departed from tbo 


essential principles of public honesty to 
whloh Henry Ward Beeoher was devoted 


pnbllo prior to that. Tben why are the 
times not good a* they were along In tbe 
late eighties? Simply because good times 
depend on pnblio confidence and Indus- 
trial activity, and not on tbe amount of 
money In circulation. Thli is simply 
tbe teaching of tbe old proverb that tbe 
nimble sixpence is better than a slow \ 
shining.

Reform in civil service must go on, but

Commendable 


progress has been made in late years in 
upbuilding of the American navy, but we 
must supplement these efforts by provid- 
ing as proper consort for it, a merchant 
marine amply sufficient for our own oar 
rying trade to foreign countries 
It bus 


been tbe policy of tbe United States since 
the foundation of tbe government to cul 
tivate relations of peace and amity with 
all nations of tbe world, and tais accords 
with my conception of our duty now. 


Mcninley'B Foreign Policy. 


We have chosen a policy of non-interfer- 


ence with tbe affairs of foreign govern- 
ments, wisely inaugurated by Washing- 
ton—keeping ourselves free from entangle- 
ment, either as allies or foes, content to 
leave undisturbed with tbem tbe settle- 
ment of their own domestic concerns. II 
will be our aim to pursue a firm, digni 
fled foreign policy which shall be just, 
impartial, aver watchful of our national 
honor and always insisting upon tbe en- 
forcement of tbe lawful rights of Ameri 
cans citizens, everywhere. Our diplomats 
should seek no more, accept nothing less 
than is due us. We want no wars of con 
quest. We must avoid tbe temptation of 
territorial aggression. War should never 
be entered upon until every agency of 
peace has failed 
Peace Is preferable to 


war in almost every contingency. Arbi 
tratlon is the true method of settlement 
of international as well as local or indi- 
vidual differences between employer and 
employes.

down, and fruit was a drug, and tbe olde 
mills wure run night and day and stoc 
was turned into tbe orchards to eat up tb 
crop, and we had all the indications of a: 
almost unprecedented crop of the juio 
fruit. 


Well, with this conviction in one' 


mind, it is rather startling to find by re 
fcrrlng to tbo December report of tbo stat 
board of agriculture that it wasn't mue 
of a crop after all, that, In foot, it was an 
"oft year" in apple raising, and that as a 
mutter of faot the state only produced 
about half as many apples In 1896 as i 
did In 1895, which in this region was con 
sidered a vury poor year for apples. 


Tbe exact figures, according to his re 


port, are 4,656,659 bushels last year.whili 
tbe year before we produced tbe enormous 
amount of 7,990,666 bushels, the largest 
crop in the history of tbe state except 
the one of 1830, when 10,343,186 bushels 
were reported, which, at the average price 
of that year, 66 cents, were worth tbe 
snug amount of $5,791,634. 


Tbe appareBt discrepancy between facts 


and reports Is partly explained by tbe 
statement that while the northern portion 
of the state had an Increase ot 50 per cent 
over 1895, tbe southern district, where 
most of the apples are produced, had only 
il per cent of tbe crop of the former year, 
:buB cutting the total yield down as Indi 
cated. 


The smallest yield of apples in Illinois 


slnoo 1877 was in 1893, when the whole 
itate could only foot up a total of 570,889 
bushels, which sold at nn average of 
il. 10 a bushel. The price of tipples in 
llinols has ranged from $1 30 In 189S to 
:1 cents in 1895, and only a cent better 
ast year—this is tbo average price all 
iver the state. It is only in tbe last two 
•ears that tbe price has fallen below half 
a dollar, and only in three years bas it 
risen above a dollar.

NEW CUBAN POLICY. 


Sherman Submits a Solid Proposition to 


Spain—No More Imprisonment of 


American .Cilizens. 


Washington, March 10 —The new ad- 


ministration has begun work on the Cu- 
ban question. Secretary Sherman, with 
the approval of the president, has submit- 
ted to the Spanish government a definite 
proposition. He baa asked tbat Spain 
shall Issue orders establishing a uniform 
policy regarding American citizens In 
Cuba. 
He wants these orders to do away 


with imprisonment and trial of such citi- 
zens and to direct that Americans arrest- 
ed for assisting the insurgents shall be 
expel'ed forthwith from the island. 


The adoption of such a policy, the secre- 


tary has assured tbo Spanish government, 
will be satisfactory to the United States, 
and will remove ilia repeated causes of 
friction between the two countries 
The 


secretary exempts from the operation of 
the policy bo asks such Americans as may 
be tt'kon under arms or fighting in the in- 
surgent ranks. He leaves them to stand 
the consequences ot 
their acts 
But 


where 
Americans 
show sympathy or 


offend against neutrality in ways other 
than by actual force the secretary desires 
Spain to make immediate expulsion the 
only penalty. No official answei to this 
request has as yet been received from 
Spain. The secretary, bowever, has some 
unofficial 
assurances wblob encourage 


him to believe the request will be grant 
ed. If Spain agrees to the policy of sim 
plo expulsion, he believes that tho altvm 
tion will be relieved.

noon. The cabinet sat all night in conn- 


oil, the ministers not returning to their 
homes until after daybreak, 


The reply, after acknowledging the re- 


ceipt of the identical^ notes of the powers 
and recognizing the extreme gravity of 
possible results bound up in the situation 
proceeds as follows: 


"The government of bis majesty, King 


George, having examined with the closest 
attention the points whereon the great 
powers are agreed, believes it a duty to 
submit to tho powers its own opinion cf 
the measures proposed by them, an opin- 
ion which is the outcome of long experi- 
ence and profound knowledge of the Cre- 
tan situation. 


"Moved profoundly by these sentiments 


animating the powers and their solicitude 
for the general peace, the Greek govern- 
ment will not fail in its duty, because 
Greece also has an ardent desire to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of peace and 
to preserve from complete rum islanders 
so long and sorely tried and so often deci- 
mated. 
We believe tbat the proposed au- 


tonomy will unfortunately fail to repond 
to the nobler intentions which inspired It, 
and will suffer the same fate as many 
previous 
unsuccessful 
experiments in 


Crete." 


1 he reply then refers to six previous 


insurrections in Crete and argues the un 
likelihood tbat the present proposals of 
the powers will terminate the state of rev- 
olution 
It continues 


"Anarchy will ravage the country, fire 


arid sword in the hands of blind fnnati 
c lain will decimate a people who do not 
deserve such a fate. 
In the face of such 


a prospect our responsibility would be 
enormous if we failed earnestly to urge 
the powers to restore to Crete what she 
already bad at the time of the enfranchise- 
ment of the other Greek provinces and to 
load her back to Greece, to whom she has 
properly belonged since Capo Jlstias was 
president. 


"In the presence of tbo recent scenes of 


mnssaare and pillage, the burning of 
Cauea and the frightful anguish of tbo 
Cretans, exposed to and menaced by the 
bo u ml loss fury of Mussulmans, our whole 
country was torn wibh remorse for its own 
responsibility 
It assumed last year to 


persuade the Cretans to lay down their 
arms, but the misfortunes wblob followed 
forbid us again to undertake such a task. 
Even bad we attempted it. our voice 
would have been only a leebloeoho and 
would not have reached the Cretan people. 


"As autonomy would not fulfill tho 


noble aim of the powers it is obvious 
what must be the situation of the unhap 
py islanders from today until tho estab- 
lishment of autonomy. If tbo powers 
persevere in their decisions in the face of 
tho foregoing views then in the name of 
humanityiOS well as in the interests of 
Crete, tho pacifying of which is the 
unique object of the solicitude of the pow 
ers, we do not hesitate to appeal to them 
on the subject of another measure pro- 
posed by them, namely, tbo recall of our 
troops, 


"Indeed, if the presence of the foreign 


squadrons and the conviction that they 
prevent the landing of Turkish troops are 
deemed to render unnecessary the presence 
of the Greek fleet In Cretan waters, the 
presence of the Greekjarmy in Crete is nev- 
ertheless shown to be desirable alike from 
sentiments of humanity and in the inter- 
est of a definite restoration of order 


"Duty forbids us to abandon tho Cre- 


tans to the mercy'of tho Mussulman fa- 
naticism and to the Turkish army which 
always deliberately and intentionally bad 
shared ID the aggressive acts of the popu- 
lace against the Christians. 


"Moreover, if our own troops, which 


are worthy tbe fullest confidence of the 
powers, bad received a mandate to pacify 
tbe island their di'slres and intentions 
would have been promptly received with 
the most perfect eatisfautlon. Then, or 
der being restored, it would be possible 
to ascertain tbe freely expressed desires 
of the Cretans for a decision as to their 
fate 
The sorrows which have regularly 


recurred in Crete fir many decades not 
only profoundly agitate tbe Hellenic peo- 
ple, but interrupt also all social aettvltty 
and gravely disturb our domestic economy 
and the finances of tbe state. Even If we 
admit tbe possibility of forgetting for a 
single Instant our community with tbo 
Cretans in reHglnn, raee and blood, we 
could not in silence allow the great pow- 
ers to assnme tbat the Greek state is am- 
ple longer to resist snob shocks. 


'Therefore, we appeal to tbe generous 


sentiments animating tbe powers, and we 
beg to permit tbe Cretan people them- 
selves to declare how they desire to be 
governed.

AN AMhRICAN'S EXPERIENCE. 


Correspondeet Fielding Participated In the 


Battle of Plnar d«I Rloi 


Bonton Harbor. Mich., March 16 —Bos- 


coe B Fielding, a newspaper correspond- 
ent who bas been fighting for Cuban lib- 
erty in tbe insurgent army the past year, 
arrived home yesterday Invalided, but 
says that be will return as soon as suffl- 
cientlv recuperated to withstand the rig- 
ors of rlie campaign. After detailing bis

"I was In that awful battle of Pinar del

first wounded. I was left helpless on the 
field, and was taken prisoner by tbe en 
emy. Tbero were fivo others taken with 
me, three of whom were Americans 
Tbat night, however, we strangled the 
sentinel and>.escaped Another time I was 
endeavoring to get In touch with the 
Spanish caiup iu order to get a bit of 
news. I was entrapped and wag started 
to prison with two guards 
While on tho 


way I shot them down with n, revolver 
which they failed to find on ne 
I did 


not accomplish this, however, till I, my 
self, was severely wounded by a machete 
To get back to tho army it was necessary 
to cross the trooba 
This was accom- 


plished after I bad gagged two sentinels 
and crawled for half a mile under the 
wire fences. I was one uf the company 
with Maoeo on his fatal trip to tbo trocbu, 
but with another party was very fortu- 
nately, as I am pleased to look at It now, 
sent back to camp. The detachment with 
which I was allied was not very well 
equipped, there being not over forty rifles 
in thu entlro company

only had arms and ammunition tho war
